MELROY INDICTED 
IN KANSAS CITY 


$5,000 Claimed Paid Month- 
ly to Group to Hunt Wa- 
ter Main Leaks. 


KANSAS CITY, June 29.—(7)— 
Henry F. McElroy, who resigned 
under fire as city manager last 
April, the month in which the 
Tom Pendergast Democratic ma- 


_chine started to crumble, was in- 


dicated today by the Jackson 
county grand jury in connection 
with a $356,500 city water “leak” 
scandal. 


McElroy, 73 and white-haired, 
was the wheelhorse of the ma- 


chine during his 13 years as city 
manager, the Pendergast forces al- 
ways replying to critics by point- 
ing proudly to his self-styled 
“country bookkeeping.” 

The indictment was based on 
the alleged‘ diversion of funds to 
a contractor friendly to Pender- 
gast under the guise the money 
went to an unincorporated engi- 
neering firm at the rate of $5,000 
a month to check on water main 
leaks. 

Two of the firm’s three listed 
members testified they were 
“straw men” who didn’t collect a 


cent and the third told the grand 
jury he received only the nominal 
pay of a city employe. 

Indicted with McElroy were 
John J. Pryor, alleged to have 
been the profiting contractor, and 
John J. Rathford, head of the 
“dummy” engineering firm.

INTANGIBLE TAX 


RULING ANNOUNCED 


Stocks in Domesticated Geor- 
gia Corporations Not 
Subject to Levy. 


Stocks in domesticated corpora- 
tions in Georgia are not subject 
to the state’s intangible tax under 
a ruling of Judge Edgar E. 
Pomeroy, of Fulton superior 
court, it was announced yester- 
day. 

Judge Pomeroy. affirmed a de- 
cision of the Georgia board of tax 
appeals involving the firms of 
Rich’s, Inc., Atlantic Steel Corpo- 
ration and Continental Gin Com- 
pany. T. Grady Head, revenue 
commissioner, appealed the case 
to the superior court. 


The board of tax appeals had) 


declared that since stockholders 
in Georgia corporations were not 
required to pay intangible taxes, 
stockholders in domesticated cor- 
porations should have the same 
exemptions. 

Domesticated corporations are 
those which originally were creat- 
ed out of the state but have since 
gone through a procedure which 
makes them similar to Georgia 
corporations.

HOUSE POSTPONES 
NEUTRALITY ACTION 


Afms Embargo Provision Is 
Added During 13-Hour 
Session of Chamber. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—() 
After dealing a jolting, if perhaps 
temporary, blow to the adminis- 
tration by voting for a mandatory 
embargo on the shipment of “leth- 
al weapons” to nations at war, the 
house knocked off work, shortly 
before midnight tonight, on the 
hot issue of neutrality law revi- 
sion. 

For.13 hours, the chamber. had 
sat in session, arguing at length 
over the best way to stay out of 
the war so many- members fear 
may break out abroad. The cli- 
max of the voting on a host of 
amendments came when Repre- 
sentative Vorys, Republican, Ohio, 
succeeded in getting a favorable 
vote of 159 to 157 on an amend- 
ment requiring the President to 
embargo arms and munitions (but 
not “implements of war’’) destin- 
ed for belligerents. 

Exempt Aircraft? 

By exempting “implements of 
war,” legislators understood that 
they were exempting such articles 
as aircraft, trucks and oil, al- 
though Vorys himself indicated 
that the meaning of the phrase was 
not clear. 

Administration forces were 
confident that the Vorys embargo 
could be deleted from the neu- 
trality revision measure before it 
came to a final vote, tomorrow or 
later. 

Another important change made 
in the bill would give congress, as 
well as the President, authority to 
declare that a state of war ex- 
isted abroad and that the neutral- 
ity law provisions should be put 
into effect. 

With the consent of the admin- 
istration leadership, the house de- 
leted a provision enabling the 
President to keep American ships 
out of combat zones. 

Earlier the chamber, by a whop- 
ping majority, decided that this 
country should have some sort of 
neutrality law. 

No International Law. 

By a vote announced as 195 to 
68, it turned down a proposal by 
Representative Allen, Democrat, 
Pennsylvania, to wipe all neutral- 
ity legislation off the _ statute 
books and “throw this country 
back on international law.” 

The house voted down, 64-43 an 
amendment by Representative 
Schiffler, Republican, West Vir- 
ginia, which would restore the 
“cash and carry” provision which, 
expired May 1.

Deal, Report Says. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—(4)-—~- 
The American Federation of Labor 
economic survey said today that 
business psychology was influenced 
by two great fears—‘“fear of war 
in Europe and fear of New Deal 
policies.” 

“Business psychology will be 
improved somewhat,” the survey 
said, “by the newly passed bill 
reducing taxes, and the termina- 
tion of congress will lift fears of 
new laws to change business 
methods. ; 

‘But on the whole it seems like- 
ly that business antagonism will 
continue to prevent New Deal 
measures from lifting production 
to the higher levels now possible.”

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Facts Are Stubborn 

‘Undoubtedly there is much to be said on 
behalf of the administration effort to elevate 
the earnings of American workers through the 
machinery of the wages and hours law. No 
reasonable person can deny that higher wages 
for workers are desirable. The greatest achieve- 
ment of American economic life is the tre- 
mendous advance in the scale of living that 
has been recorded for the great bulk of her 
people, 

It is axiomatic that the greater the earning 
capacity of the people—translated into terms 
of living comfort—the greater the prosperity 
of the nation as a whole. , 


Yet it is specious to argue that, because the 
former axiom is true, it is possible to improve 
conditions merely by increasing dollar 
cents pay, per hour of labor performed, by leg- 
islative mandate. That, in fact, is ostrich 
philosophy, a theoretical falsity induced by 
burying the head in the sands of economic 
ignorance, 


There is, now in progress, a hearing in At- 
lanta on a proposal to make 32 1-2 cents per 
hour minimum pay in the textile industry. 
Various representatives of labor organizations, 
as well as one or two actual mill workers, have 
testified and argued, before Administrator El- 
mer Andrews, in support of the proposal. Many 
southern industrialists have opposed, basing 
their disapproval on the failure of the regu- 
lation to allow any differential between wage 
rates in the north and the south. It is con- 
tended by the southerners that, already handi- 
capped by unjust freight differentials, hun- 
dreds of small mills in the south will be forced 
to close down, unable to pay the wages de- 
manded and to compete, at the same time, 
with northern contemporaries. 


If this prophecy is true, and no one seems 
able to successfully refute it, it would be the 
height of foolishness for all concerned, work- 
ers, labor leaders, government officials, law- 
yers and mill operatives, to approve the 32 1-2- 
cent minimum wage. For surely no mill 
worker would prefer to see his mill closed 
down, his job gone and his family added to 
the already perplexing problem of the unem- 
ployed, to retaining his job, even at a slightly 
lower rate of pay? High wages mean nothing 
when there is no wage envelope at all. 

One of the most striking demonstrations of 
the fallacy behind the wages and hours bill is 
that of the small, community telephone com- 
panies in Georgia. Because it is impossible for 
such companies, most of them with fewer than 
500 subscribers, to pay the prescribed wages, 
on their revenue, it is expected several hun- 
dred will have to discontinue. Leaving their 
communities without telephone service at all. 


Lack of telephone service is an unreason- 
able price to pay for any wages and hours law, 
even without considering the several hundred 
employes of those telephone companies who 
will be added to the ranks of the unemployed. 

It is easy to argue for days on behalf of 
the wages and hour law, for the idealistic “floor 
under wages and roof over hours” its propon- 
ents claim. 

But when operation of such a law results in 
closing down mills, telephone companies, small 
lumber companies and many other commer- 
cial and industrial activities, it is time to take 
second thought and wonder if the law is not, 
as a matter of fact, adding thousands of Ameri- 
eans to the roster of the unemployed and 
bringing hunger to thousands of formerly hap- 
py American working homes.

Barriers to Traffic 

A recent news report from Nashville re- 
veals that a reciprocal “agreement has been 
signed between Tennessee and North Caro- 
lina, under which privately operated trucks 
properly licensed in either state may travel in 
the other without additional cost. 

According to Georgians whose private trucks 
have to enter the state of Tennessee, there is 
no such agreement between that state and 
Georgia. These Georgia truck operators, it is 
stated, not only are compelled to pay burden- 
some taxes in Tennessee, in addition to those 
paid in Georgia, but they are forbidden to 
enter the neighbor state with more than 18 
gallons of gasoline in their tanks. This, un- 
doubtedly, because the tax on gasoline in Ten- 
nessee is higher even, by one cent per gallon, 
than it is in Georgia. 

There seems no logical reason why, if North 
Carolina is able to negotiate such a reciprocal 
agreement, Georgia cannot do likewise and thus 
remove an unfair burden from the shoulders 
of many of her own business firms. 

Of course, it is regrettable that there should 
be any of these interstate barriers to free trade 
in this country. Additional taxes on a neigh- 
bor state’s trucks is but one facet of the grow- 
ing habit of placing hindrances, in one form 
or another, to commerce that crosses state 
lines. Special taxes, such as those imposed by 
various states—some, be it blushingly admitted, 
in the south—on cottonseed oil products, im- 
migration blockades, as imposed by California 
and Colorado, varied forms of penalties against 
out-of-state products, are all entirely opposed 
to the theory of free commerce which is a basic 
principle of the American economy. 

Georgia is not guiltless in this growing evil. 
However, as a preliminary step toward the ulti- 
mate complete erasure of state lines in trade, 
it would undoubtedly be advantageous to both 
parties involved if a reciprocal agreement an 
privately operated trucks, similar to that in- 
volving North Carolina, could be arranged, as 
promptly as possible, between Tennessee and 
Georgia. 


Behind Yarnell 


The necessity of maintaining a strong navy 
is well shown in the course of events in China 
during the last two years, while the immediate 
present adds emphasis. Without the ever- 
present shadow of the weight of the American 
navy, even though it is thousands of miles dis- 
tant, it is easy to imagine what Japanese treat- 
ment of American citizens and rights would 
have been. 

The action of Admiral Yarnell in refusing 
a Japanese order to move naval vessels is not 
the first such reply made by the commander 
of the Asiatic fleet. The first came during the 
occupation of Shanghai by invading Nipponese 
forces. It was also the first attempt on the 
part of the island empire to remove all occi- 
dental influence from the China scene. The 
stern refusal of Admiral Yarnell to obey the 
“orders” delayed the final day of reckoning for 
more than two years and undoubtedly influ- 
enced Tokyo in making the test with Great 
Britain rather than with the United States. 

Yarnell is noted in official circles not only 
for his ability as a naval officer, but also for 
his ability to deal with the Japanese and the 
Chinese in the diplomatic sense. Far more 
influence has been wielded by this naval offi- 
cer, in avoiding trouble in the Far. East, than 
has been used by any world diplomat with the 
possible exception of Ambassador Grew, Ameri- 
ca’s representative in Tokyo. 

But despite all of the good offices of the 
American naval officer, they would have been 
worse than useless if he did not speak, figu- 
ratively, against the backdrop of the might 
of the United States navy. While in time of 
peace it is difficult to justify heavy expendi- 
tures to maintain the navy at full fighting 
strength, one incident such as this should con- 
vince all Americans that peace is oftimes poor- 
ly served by military and naval weakness in 
a world too prone to the solution of contro- 
versies by war. 


Particularly on any non-aggression treaty 
with Nazis, fingerprints as well as signatures 
should be demanded, as this would show if 
the fingers were crossed.

Editorial of the Day 


HOW FAR SHALL FEDERAL POLICE 
POWERS GO. 
(From the Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

The presidential veto has been applied to an 
act making it a federal crime to transport across 
a state line any number of stolen cattle, hogs, 
sheep, horses, mules, the hide, carcass or any 
part of one. 

The chief reason for the veto, of which there 
were several, was that it opens the way logicaily 
to the inclusion of any article of the value of a 
bit of carcass and extends the federal criminal 
jurisdiction to offenses constituting only misde- 
meanors or petit larceny under state law. 

The bill alone, the President said, would ne- 
cessitate an additional appropriation of $200,000 
for the Department of Justice. An extension of 
it would require a much larger sum. Invariably 
poultry raisers would demand the same protec- 
tion. 

The National Stolen Property Act makes in- 
terstate transportation of stolen property valued 
at $5,000 a felony. Kidnaping and bank robbery, 
crimes which usually involve flight across state 
lines, come within the federal jurisdicition. Here- 
in is the principal argument for the “cattle rus- 
tling” law. <A great deal of stolen livestock is 
driven to market in another state. 

There is something to be said on both sides; 
but, at the point where congress discards the val- 
uation basis, it should pause to consider how far 
it is going with the expansion of federal police 
powers. One consideration, not mentioned by the 
President, has its weight. That is how great a 
multitude of small offenders the F. B. IL. can 
be set to chasing all over the United States with- 
out impairing its efficiency. Some precaution 
probably could be adopted at livestock marketing 
centers that would stop delivery of stolen ani- 
mals 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

OUTWARD BALANCE WASHINGTON, June 29.—In reshuf- 


fling the government agencies under 
the reorganization bill, the President has followed his old system of 
maintaining an outward balance between conservatives and left- 
wingers. At times he seems to run the administration like a de- 
partment store, offering political wares in all types from early John 
Nance Garner to late Tommy Corcoran. 

For example, Chairman Jesse H. Jones, of the RFC, has been 
chosen administrator of the Federal Loan Agency, in which all the 
various lending organizations will be consolidated. Jones is a staunch 
conservative, held in the highest esteem by Republicans and Demo- 
crats of the Garner stripe. As such he is not at all the man whom 
the New Dealers would have picked, for they accuse him of sabotag- 
ing their spending and lending programs by obstinately close-fisted 
lending policies. 

On the other hand, there is John M. Carmody, Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administrator, who has been appointed to manage the Federal 
Works Agency in which all the various spending organizations will 
be jumbled together. Carmody’s most important qualification is that 
he will work well under the President, who has always exercised 
a personal supervision over PWA, WPA and other component parts 
of federal works. But Carmody is also a member of the New Deal 
group, friendly with the leaders and especially known for his en- 
thusiasm for the New Deal policy. 

Not long ago, Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes signified 
the New Dealers’ faith in Carmody by offering him the place of 
administrator of the Bonneville dam project, and Carmody’s experi- 
ence in such ventures as CWA and FERA runs back to the very 
start of the Roosevelt administration. In short, he is a “safe man” 
from the New Dealers’ standpoint, just as Jones is not. 


NARY A CONSERVATIVE At the same time, it must be re- 
mempered that the balance be- 


tween Jones and Carmody is only an outward appearance. The 
Presitient still clings to men like Jones and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Henry Morgenthau Jr., who date from the early days. But, 
except for Undersecretary of the Treasury John W. Hanes, the New 
Deal has had no recent infusion of fresh conservative blood. On 
the contrary, even in the conservative strongholds officials of New 
Dealish origin and association have begun to find footholds. 

Such a man is the new general counsel of the Treasury, Edward 
H. Foley Jr. While entirely loyal to Henry Morgenthau, he started 
his career as one of “Tommy Corcoran’s boys.” Such a man is Emil 
Scharm, who has been gazetted by Jesse Jones himself as the pro- 
spective new chairman of the RFC. No doubt Scharm, like Foley, 
will serve his chief without after thoughts, but he too is one of 
Corcoran’s boys, having been the manager of Corcoran’s pet agency, 
the Electric Home and Farm Authority. 

Innumerable examples may be cited of this New Deal infiltra- 
tion of the government. John Rogge, a thorough-paced New Dealer 
who was excluded from the Treasury for that reason, has now been

Long As It Buys a Dollar's 
Worth of Gas or Shoes 


By ROBERT QUILLEN.

The dealer says: “Since I have fewer customers, I 
with my fellow dealers and force prices up and eater eh ener ‘fon 
the few who can buy. It is the only way to keep my income normal.” 

The producer says: “Since fewer people are able to buy, I have 
a surplus and that will force prices down. I must produce less and 
create an artificial scarcity to force prices up. Those who can pay 
must pay more, else my income will fall.” 

All of this sounds plausible, but it is like making an early start 
to escape traffic on the highway. It fails because everybody has 
the same idea. 

The people of a given community have only so much money to 
spend. If they normally have one million doWars, when national 
income js cut in half they have only half a million. They can spend 
only half as much for everything, and they quit spending for the 
things they can do without and the things that seem too expensive. 

If the worker charges more for his labor, he can earn his normal 
income in fewer hours; but he finds little if any employment, for 
the higher wage, the fewer people are able to pay it. A theoretical 
wage of $10 a day is worth nothing if nobody can pay $10. 

So the dealer and producer, by charging more, can get their 
normal profit from fewer people; but the more they charge, the 
fewer people are able to buy, and thus they kill their own business. 

The thing works in a vicious circle. When less is consumed, less 
is produced; when less is produced, there is less work for all who 
help to produce, transport, process and handle commodities; and 
when these have less work, they are less able to buy. 

Our tragic mistake is that we think in terms of dollars instead 
of real wealth. A dollar is only a token of value, like a beer check, 
and one dollar automatically becomes the equivalent of two dollars 
when its purchasing power is doubled. 

It is a natural economic law that scarcity makes things dear. 

When national mcome falls, dollars are scarcer and should be 
worth more. That is, they should buy more. When anything prevents 
this natural reaction, there is less consumption, less production, 
stagnation, unemployment. 

When we gear the dollar to national income, so that its purchasing 
power goes up and down in exact proportion to its scarcity, a 
hard-times income of forty billions will buy as much and provide 
as many jobs as a boom-time income of.eighty billions. 

The dollar should be a useful servant—not a tyrant to keep us 
idle and poor in the midst of abundance,

Conversion of the 122d infantry, 
Georgia National Guard. into a 
field artillery regiment on July 1

Since the time when Captain | 
George Harvey Thompson organ- 
ized .the Gate City Guard on Jan-. 
uary 8, 1857, and became its first 
captain, the organization has serv-| 
ed in war and peace, has been a. 
bulwark for law and order and, 
an inspiration to Atlanta, Geor-' 
gia and the south. | 

On July 1 the battalion becomes | 
an artillery unit for the second | 
time in its career. | 

Serve With Jackson. 

In 1861, just after the ranks of 
“Company F, First Georgia Vol-. 
unteers,” were depleted from serv-_| 
ing with Stonewall Jackson in the 
campaign of lower Virginia, Lieu-| 
tenant Lyden brought the rem-'§ 
nants back to Atlanta and organ- | 
ized a battalion of artillery with 
himself as .commander. They. 
marched to war for state’s rights | 
again, to remain until Appomat- |, 
tox. 

Now the 122d, “Atlanta’s own” | 
regiment, is being mustered into) 
a newer, more modern service in 
which it will render a_ broader | 
service. 

Colonel Thomas L. Alexander, 
commander, and his staff, are anx- | 
ious to make the change.

assignment of personnel. They) 
have worked tirelessly in their en- | 
deavors to effect it with as little, 
confusion as possible and to ob-' 
tain maximum efficiency. 


History of Guard. 


Much of the history of the Gate 
City Guard, the Old Guard and the 
various other units from which the 
122d finally was born, is contain- 
ed in a note book in the posses- 
sion of Captain S. B. Howard. 

It shows that from the bloody 
fields of Florida, Virginia and oth- 
er states, during the War Between 


the States, through the broiling | 


plains and _ scorching mountain 


sides of Cuba during the Spanish- | 


American War to the hell that was 
the World War, the sons of Atlan- 
ta and Georgia marched patriotic- 
ally to fight and die. 

Not only was the unit there 
when the guns began to shoot, but 
it contributed its full share to- 
wards healing the open wounds 
left by the Civil War. It left At- 
lanta on October 6, 1879, on a 
peaceful “invasion of the north” 
and accomplished through this 
means what it could not do by 


force. It won the acclaim of units | 


it had opposed on the battle fields 
and was regarded as one of the 
contributing factors in preventing

had three other officers—First 
Lieutenant William L. Ezzard, Sec- 
ond Lieutenant J. H. Lovejoy and 
Third Lieutenant C. R. Hanleiter. 
There were 80 men in the com- 
pany. 

Today the unit has 45 officers 
and 750 men, and is recogniwd as 
one of the outstanding national 
guard organizations of the coun- 
try. 

Captain Thompson, 82 years ago, 
took his company to a modest 
“armory” in the upper floors of 
the old Georgia Railroad & Bank- 
ing Company building at Peach- 
tree and Wall streets. 

Soon the artillery unit will be 
housed in a modern, new armory 
to be built on the grounds of the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home, and 
costing more than $100,000. 

In the old days, Atlanta had no 
police department and the sheriff’s 
office was undermanned. Law and 
order was a thing hoped for, and 
in those rugged, pioneer days the 
rougher element understood force 
only. 

Answered Riot Calls. 

Captain Thompson’s company 
was composed of members of se- 
lect families. Practically all of 
them were socially prominent, but 
they functioned. They answered 
riot calls. They threw the weight 
of their influence and force be- 
hind the law and co-operated with 
enforcement officers. 

Riots were quelled, devastating 
fire losses were prevented when 
the company went on service to 
thwart looters. 

Georgia seceded from the Union 
in January, 1861, and the mem- 
| bership had a heated argument as 
_to what flag should be flown on 
the armory. There were those who 
| thought the state should not quit 
‘the Union, but the feeling for the 
Confederacy triumphed, and the 
unit voted to fly the Georgia flag. 
|Following that bitter fight within 
,ranks of the unit, there were sev- 
‘eral withdrawals, but the unit was 
‘rapidly brought again to full 
_Strength, and offered its service 
‘to the Confederacy. 
| In April, 1861, it went to Ma- 
con where it was assigned as Com- 
pany “F,” First Georgia Volun- 
teers, Ramsey’s brigade. It was 
| sent to Penscola, Fla., and while 
serving under General Bragg saw 
its first service in the assault on 
'Fort Pickens, Santa Rosa Island. 
| Sent to Richmond. 
| In June, 1861, it was ordered to 
, Richmond, Va., and was assigned 
to the army of northwest Virginia, 
and engaged in the battle of Rich 
Mountain under General Garnett. 

Several skirmishes followed 
with troops under Federal General 
'McClelland. Superior forces, how- 
ever, forced a: withdrawal with 
casualties mounting each day.

However, the upper 
hipline may be the more serious 
problem, as it was in the case of 
another member of Mr. _ § Rolfe’s 
class. In this figure, the upper 
hip was larger than the lower hip, 
but exercise changed the measure- 
ments from 40 inches to 37 1-2 
inches. This measurement should 
be taken at the nub of the 
bone. To slim down this portion 
of the figure, the fat on the upper 
hip must be rolled off and the 
muscles of the abdomen must be 
strengthened. Here is an exer- 
cise which does both: 

Lie on the back oan the floor 
with the knees bent to the chest. 
Roll the knees over to one side. 
kick the legs out straight. bend the 
knees back to the chest. and rol! 
to opposite side and kick.

$100,000 Project in

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 
29.—-Actual construction work on 


Milledgeville’s new $100,000 air- 
port and flying school is slated to 
get under way July 10, according 
to officials of the newly organized 
Southern Air Lines, backers of the 
projects, who were in Milledge- 


port and laying plans for the 
initial work. 

According to plans announced 
in April by Straiton Hard, Atlanta 
businessman, and president of the 
organization, the flying school 
will accommodate 600 students 
when completed. Barracks, hang- 
ars and an administration build- 
ing will be constructed. 

Mr. Hard’s original plans also 
calls for establishment of an air 
terminal here, the city to be 
served by passenger transports of 
the Southern Air Lines on its At- 
lanta-Savannah route. Service on 
the route is scheduled to begin in 
the near future. 

The work, to be started next 
month, will consist of grading the 


‘landing field and construction of 
‘the permanent buildings... ~The 
‘airport is situated about two 
miles from Milledgeville on the 
Eatonton highway. 

The flying school, according to 
| officials, will be operated in con- 
| junction with the recently enacted 
|plan of the War Department to 
train civilian fliers throughout the 
| nation. A large percentage of the 
‘initial enrollment is expected 
from this source, Mr. Hard said.

GAMES ENIGINED 


City Prepares to Press Fight 
on So-Called ‘Gadget 


Racket.’ 


A fight to retain pin ball games 
in Atlanta was opened yesterday 
by owners of approximately 500 
machines who brought a petition | 
in Fulton superior court asking 
that Mayor dartsfield and Chief 
Hornsby be enjoined from en- 
forcing a recently passed ordi- 
nance outlawing the machines. 

Judge Hugh M. Dorsey signed a 
temporary restraining -order and 
set a hearing for July 14, giving 
the pin ball players a 14-day res- 
pite. The ordinance was scheduled 
to go into effect July 1. A special 
provision permits the city officials | 
to call for an ‘earlier hearing if 
they desire, Judge Dorsey said. 

Owners of the pin balls ma- 
chines allege that the ordinances 
passed by city council making it a 
criminal offense to operate the 
machines is unconstitutional and 
should be declared null and void. 

The petition further sets out 
that the ordinance is unreason- 
able in that it prohibits the own- 
ers from engaging in a lawful 
practice and legitimate business, 
‘that it is ultra vires and beyond | 
_the charter powers of the city, that 
‘it is an infringement upon the | 


| authority and right of the petition- | 
ers to contract and that it attempt- | 


ed to destroy and confiscate the | 
business and property of the peti- | 
_tioners. 

When informed of this action, 
Mayor Hartsfield said the city 


'would continue to wage its battle | 


for elimination of the machines, 
which he termed the “gadget 
racket.” He added that the city 
had expected the fight and was 
prepared for it.
